F  E L L o  w-C  it.Sens  : 

HAVING  traced  out  the  exiting 
differences  in  opinion,  on  the  fubject 
of*  your  affairs,  t  o  their  original  linn  ce, 
the  policy  and  jadice  of  .maintaining 
that  difference  ot*  fentimeiu  whicii  lliil 
prevails  becomes  a  necellary  object  ot 
your  coniiueration.  This  important 
bnlinei's  iV  to  bs  etfec'ted  by  carrying 
the  mind  forward  through  a  pro&reft* 
ive  courfe  o*  t pquiry,  into  the  tela 
tions  which  hive  evided  bTetween 
France  and  i lie  United  States,  (iuce 
the  eflablifhtnent  of  tfie.  Hepub'ic  in 
the  former,  to  ihe  preterit  perio  I  of 
time. — It  will  b?  even  discovered*,  in 
this  hiveftigation,  that  iitdependentjaf 
the  firlt  caufes  which  I  have  traced 
out,  as  coultim;  ing  the  prefent  unhap- 
py difnnioti  in  opinion,  an  undue  pre* 
delation  in  favor  of  French  aggreTs- 
ions,  has  at  this  late  pei  iod,  fought  for 
apology  in  Che  fuppoled  injultice  of 
/ii:ierica:i  meafarcs. 

It  is.  to>  well  known  to  re  crpitulate 
the  minute  caufes  which  led  to  a 
change  of  politics  in  France,  that  the 
prevailing  fy  (terns  of  modem  Philofo- 
phy,  an  I  the  example  of  t!ie  Ameri- 
can revolution,  occaiioned  the  revolu 
tion  in  France  and  overthrew  her  an 
cie  at  form  of  government.  Tins  un- 
exjected  event  was  viewed  by  the  po- 
tentates of  Europe  with  that  fear  and 
jealoufy  which  its  future  confequen 
cjnencei  infpired  ;  and  led  to  a  com 
binatio:i  which  threatened  the  exill- 
ettC*e.of  the  infant  republic.  At  this 
period,  the  world  behel i  in  didam 
profptCY,  an  opening fc*ne>  exhibiting 
a  contention  between  civil  liberty  and 
tyranny,  attended  with  the  moll  die- 
ful  confequences  to  the  contending 
parties,  and  which  much  time  mull; 
neceffuilv  be  confumed  in  determin- 
ing. The  United  States  in  particular 
whilst  'lie  viewed  with  real  fympa.hy 
the  difaltrons  firnation  of  her  anaien 
friend,  was  i  awn  by  every  motive 
Which  prudence  fu<r>»ell?d,  to  examine 
into  the  relations  by  Which  Ihe  Hoc). I 
connected  to  the  belligerent  powers, 
as  well  as  by  duty  to  determine  the 
line  of  conduct  ihe  (Kould  put  due  in 
the  courfe  of  rh  ife  mighty  events  tha 
agitated  EnVOpe  In  this  inveiligati 
on,  Ihe  found  herfclt  at  peace  with 
the  world,  art  !  in  the  full  enjoyment 
oi  her  nation  il  independence  and  fo 
vereignty.  VVi'h  manv  of  the  belli 
gerenr  powers  fhe  wa-;  connected  bv 
treaty,  and  to  all  of  them  by  commer- 
cial intere'l.  No  obligation,  no  du 
ty,  no  political  motive  which  might 
arife  from  ambition  or  be  infpirkd  by 
htwlefs  intrigue,  could  be  found  to 
cxiff  In  her  M-ea  ies  or  in  her  true  In- 
ter efls,  fo  induce  her  to  e  nbark  in  the 
pnli'ics  of  furope.  She  contempla- 
ted ueaceas  the  hand.nai  I  of  nation- 
al happihelV,  an  i  as  a  blelGng  ftipe 
tior  to  every  other  conlideia  iori.— 
The«e  bon ftd&rat i o m  induced  the  go 
vernment  to  determine  on  a  ftr iot 
neutrality  ;  in  which  fyllem.  ii  beheld 
in  ire  real  advantages  to  Fiance,  as 
well  as  to  rne  combined  poweis,  who 
•were  equally  the  friends  of  America, 
taan  by  taking  a  part  which  might 
be  embarralfing  to  the  one  oi  the  oth 
er. 

A  lirie  of  conduct  fo  equitable  and 
founded  in  fuch  liberal  motives,  could 
not  fail  to  infpire  the  favorable,  at 
leaft,  not  to  create  the  fofpicioni  of 
France  and  the  wdrld.  Any  othci  go 
■vernment,  in  a  flmilar  firuation,  with 
motives  lef;  pure  than  thofe  which 
the  American  has  obferved  during  its 
neutrality,  would  perhaps,  have 
fought  undue  advantage  fio.n  the 
fplondid  miferies  of  Europe.  But  A 
rncrica,  like  the  citizen  of  the  world, 
dared  to  brave  the  word  examples  in 
the  worft  of  times,  and  to  feek  her 
true  glory  in  the  afylum  of  confeinus 
rectitude.

Decree  of  the  13th  Thermidor,  Jti- 

ly  3'- 

The  Executive  Directory  having 
heard  the  report  of  the  ininifter  of 
marine  and  the  colonies,  andconiider- 
iug  that  the  news  recently  arrived 
from  the  French  colonies,  and  the 
continent  of  America,  leave  not  a 
doubt  that  the  French  cruifers,  or  the 
fo.-c'ij'urit  French  cruifers  have  Infring- 
ed the  laws  of  the  republic  with  ref- 
peJt  to  prizes  ;  confidcring  that  fo- 
reigners and  pirates  have  abufed  that 
latitude  allowed  in  Cayenne  and  the 
Antillies  to  neutral  veilels,  either  arm- 
ed 01  Mercantile,  by  cloaking  under 
the  French  Hag,  th.  ir  exactions,  and 
the  violation  of  that  refpect  due  to 
the  rights  of  nations,  as  well  with  re- 
guarrt  to  the  perfons  as  the  properties 
of  allies  to  neutral  powers — decrees  : 

Art.  1.  That  in  future  there  mall 
not  be  delivered  in  the  colonies  of  A- 
merica,  any  letters  of  marque  or  re- 
prifal,  or  permillion  to  arm  either  as 
privateers  or  merchantmen,  except  by 
the  particular  agents  of  the  directory 
themfelves,  who  are  not  permitted  to 
delegate  their  power  to  any  one,  and 
who  Ihall  not  ekercife  the  privilege 
veiled  in  them  but  in  favor  of  those 
whofe  principles  they  (hall  be  acquain- 
ted with,  and  who,  moreover,  (hall  be 
found  to  conform  to  all  the  laws  rela- 
tive to  prizes,  and  efpecially  to  that 
of  the  t  ft  October,  1793. 

2.  All  letters  of  marque  or  reprifal, 
or  penuillions  granted  in  rhe  colonies

Pri?ieade'bt  contracted  m  defending  ouffeltifgalnft  Engliff* 
oppreHion,  became  a  pretext  for  an  artificial  UffYeale  of  pub* 
lie  debt,  through  the  intlf  ..mentality  ot  i  bfallumpt.m  law, 
and  the  means  of  invigorating  an  hnglifh  inline.  I  he  tax- 
es  receffary  to  pay  this  debt,  were  uled  as  the  means  ot  chea- 
ting a  labrynth  of  financial  prodigality,  to.  part.aln.es  be- 
tween geographical  infereds.  and  for  pouring  forth  a  fwarn* 
of  officers  patronized  by  power,  a^nd  paid  by  the  people  to 
corrupt  and  decry  the  principles  of  liberty-  atl  in.pltierce  to 
bring  the  people,  by  weight  of  taxation,  to  abjecl  ta^nthon, 
has  begotten  under  various  pretences,  a  fucccihon  JJWdrtl- 
onal  taxes,  year  after  year,  w  ith  a  rapidity  onexampM  in  tho 
financial  annals  of  mankind,  exhibiting  a  difregard  ot  thepub< 
lie  right  to  underftandthe  expenditure  of  the  public  n.°n*y, 
as  total  as  that  Oiewftto  the  public  feeling  in  the  ieletfion  +

modes  for  tailing  it,  the  mod  ofFeniive  and  unpopular.  The 

profpect  of  war  ufed  us  a  pietext,  is  a  glollary  exhibit  ing  the 
fignificatioh  of  thofe  previous  meafures.  The  ardor  with 
which  it  has  been  fcized  to  complete  a  fyftem,  has  left  noth- 
ing to  be  miiuiuierltood.  toule  it  as  a  means  tor  railing  a 
Handing  army,  ir.oi  e  likely  to  av.  e  the  people  than  lace  an 
enemy,  and  f'o,r  eftebliihing  .1  navy,  fonoious  in  number  and 
names-j  and  efficacious  only  mexpence,  was  fulticient  to  excite 
afufpiriun  p(  covert  defiens.  But  to  make  an  expected  attack 
fro. u  abroad  die  pretext  for  attacking  the  principles  of  liber- 
ty at  home,  has  drawn  afide  the  cm  tain  and  cleaily  illumina- 
ted all  v  ho  aie  willing  to  lee. 

Revolving,  fellow-citizens,  thofe  alarming  confiderations 
in  our  minus  and  relicCtinu,  that  as  it  is  at  all  times  the  un- 
queltfcmable  right,  fo  on  certain  occalicns  n  is  the  iudifpenfa- 
ble  dui)  of  the  people*  peaceably  to  allemble,  conlult  and 
exprefs  their  fentimcnts  on  the  Hate  ot  public  affairs,  and  the 
conduct  ot  public  agents  ;  and  that  the  difchaigeof  this  duty 
18  at  prelent  ltrongly  Qr*»ed  by  tiie  critical  c ircumltances  of 
the  United  States;  and  by  the  pretexts  drawn  therefrom,  as 
well  to.  eitao  lift  ing  arbitrary  and  uncouUirutional  precedents 
as  for  inculcating  a  blind  and  fcrvile  coniidtnce  in  every  pub- 
lic department,  and  proceeding  in  exclufiou  ot  that  vigilance 
and  enquiry,  which  among  a  well  itifonned  and  well  difpofed 
people,  are  as  friendly  tu  good  government  as  to  the  prefer- 
vation  of  public  libeity,  we  beg  leave  to  reprefenc  as  the  opi- 
nion ot  this  meeting, 

That  whillt  the  conflituted  authorities  ought  to  be  held  to 
a  n-afonable  refponhbiiny  tor  their  refpective  proceedings, 
and  the  probable  confequences  thereof ,  a  full  leltance  ought 
to  be  placed  on  the  determination  of  the  American  people 
(difregardhig  all  difference  of  opinion  otherw  ife  exilting )  to 
inaiutain  the  fovei -tignty  and  lafety  of  their  country  againlt 
every  foreign  invader  ot  either  ;  and  that  all  inlinuations  of 
a  w  ant  of  luch  determination,  are  as  impolitic  as  they  are  un. 
iounded. 

This  meeting  hefitates  not  to  declare,  that  it  w  ill  be  a  de- 
plorable infatuation  to  make  a  war,  or  the  profpect  of  war 
with  France,  the  occalion  of  forming  a  political  connexion 
with  the  Britiih  monarchy  ;  w  hether  regard  be  had  to  ita  deep 
rooted  enmity  to  republicanifm  wherevtr  it  can  be  found,  or 
to  the  awful  ci  jib  under  which  its  delliny  is  laboring,  or  to 
the  evident  tendency  of  fuch  a  connexion  to  plunge  the  Uni- 
ted States  into  the  vindictive  and  inveterate  palhons  which 
a-  e  now  raging  between  thofe  rival  pow  ers,  and  thereby  to 
create  new  obstacles  to  an  early  and  feparate  accommodation 
between  America  and  fiance  ;  fuch  as  may  be  hoped  from  the 
interell  which  both  parties  have  in  battening  fuch  an  event. 

Fellow  citizens,  we  have  feen  with  painful  reflections  the 
power  over  the  fword  and  the  purfe  vetted  by  the  conltitution 
in  the  legiilature  and  withheld  from  the  executive,  incautiouf- 
Jy  granted  by  the  former  and  readily  accepted  by  the  latter, 
whereby  the  conttitutional  checks  of  the  legillatui  e  on  the  ex- 
ecutive, and  the  people  on  the  legiflatore  arc-  impaired  :  and 
thus  are  the  rights  of  the  American  people  to  be  invaded  by 
a  transfer  to  the  executive  of  the  legiilative  right  to  incur 
•public  debt  to  a  vatt  amount,  and  by  undermining  a  prop  of 
the  itate  governments,  by  the  {'election  of  a  volunteer  militia 
-modeled  by  party  fpir.it,  and  officered  by  executive  pleafure, 
by  which  the  due  proportion  between  thofe  two  departments 
is  endangered,  and  that  fyllem  of  influence  and  patronage, 
ib  apt  to  overgrow  in  the  progrefs  of  human  affairs,  and  fo 
ban.  inl  to  the  purity  of  republicanifm,  is  unuecelfarily  loiter- 
ed and  extended. 

Hut,  fellow  citizens,  there  are  two  laws  which  palled  the 
Jaft  feffion  of  congrefs  that  infringe  the  conltitution  both  in 
letter  and  fubftance,  to  which  your  particular  attention  is  cal- 
led :  —The  laws  alluded  to  are, 

Firft.  "  An  act  concerning  Aliens,"  which  violates  thecon- 
ftitution  in  the  feveral  articles  thereof,  which  velt  all  legiila- 
tive powers  in  the  congjeU  all  executive  power  in  the  prefi- 
denr,  ami  the  Judicial  powers  in  the  fupreme  and  other  courts 
of  the  U niied  States  ;  in  as  much  as  the  faid  acrt  confounds 
the  three  kinds  of  power  in  the  hands  of  the  pretident  alone  ; 
and  that  it  is  alike  violation  of  the  feveral  ai  tides  of  the  con- 
it 'tuition  which  prohibit  expolt  facto  laws,  which  provide 
guards  againlt  "  unreasonable  fearches  and  feizuies,"  and 
"againlt  the  fufpenflon  of  the  w  rit  of  habeas  corpus,  utilefs 
in  cafes  of  rebellion  <;r  invrtuon,"  which  declare  ««  that  noper- 
fon  Ihall  be  depi  ipyMhof  his  liberty  2nd  property  without  due 
procefs  of  Jaw  ;  that  in  all  criminal  profecB'iaiXSt  the  accufed 
thall  enjoy  the  right  to  a  fpeedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impar- 
tial jury  ;  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  caule  of  the  accu- 
fation;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnefs  againlt  him  ;  to 
have  compulfory  procefs  for  obtaining  witneli'cs  in  his  favor, 
and  to  have  the  aHiltance  of  counfel  for  his  defence;"  inaf- 
tM&fh  as  the  faid  ad  arms  the  pretident  with  power  to  arrelt 
perfons  and  fo  banifh  them,  (perhaps  from  their  families  and 
.property  to  the  defpotifm  from  which  they  have  elcaped,  in- 
to the  afylurn  opened  in  this  country  for  fuch  perfons)  with- 
out any  trial  whatever,  without  evidence,  without  counfel, 
without  a  hearing,  without  ever  aligning  a  reafon  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  party,  or  in  refponlibility  to  the  public  :  And 
although  the  perfons  thus  fubjeried  to  abfolute  will  arc  aliens, 
not  ciiuejlfl  ;  fLBE  as  alien  friends  reftding  within  the  jurifdic- 
tion  of  the  Uni&d  States  and  owing  allegiance  in  that  quality 
they  are  as  jMtfl&S;  citizens  under  the  protection  both  of  the 
laws  and  con^ftXition  of  the  Unued  States,  and  of  the  laws, 
con(titations,Wnd  declarations  of  rights  of  the  individual  Hates  j 
and  coufequently  the  precedent  may  be  conlidered  as  ready 
to  be  extended  to  the  cafe  of  citizens  whenever  any  particu- 
lar description  of  them  hereafter  may  become  fufficicntly  ob« 
noxious  to  thofe  in  power. — The  faid  a  eft  is  likewife  a  violati- 
on of  diatpart  of  the  conftitution,  which  declares  »<  that  the  , 
migration  or  importation  ot  fuch  perfons  as  any  of  the  {fates 
now  exilting  (hall  think  proper  to  admit,  {hall  not  be  prohi- 
bitedT>y  congrefs  prior  to  the  year  1808;"  it  being  in  fub- 
ftancethe  fame  thing  whether  the  admiflion  of  fuch  perfons  be 
prohibited  or  they  be  banilhed  after  ad  million  :  And  the  fur- 
prife  jultly  excited  by  the  violation  of  this  part  of  the  conftitu- 
tion is  the  greater,  as  a  particular  inviolability  appears  to  have* 
been  attached  to  it  by  the  fifth  article  thereof,  which  renders 
ft  not  even  amendable  like  the  other  parts  until  the  year  1808. 


Secondly;  The  act  entitled  "An  ad  in  addition  to  the  act 
entkled  "An  act  tor  the  pooiihment  of  certain  crimes  agiinlt 
the  Lnited  States,"  is  a  violation  ol  that  pai  t  of  the  conll it u- 
mil  whiJi  dec  lares  "  that  congitU. Ihall  made  no  law  relpeCt- 
ing  an  eliablifhment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  tiee  exer- 
cile  thereof,  or  abridging  t  he  1 1  ct  dam  ol  fpeech,  or  oj  ths  1  rrj's, 
or  the  right  of  the  people  peaieablv  to  aiitn  ble  and  petition 
the  government  tor  a  redrels  01  grievance*  ;"  inalmuch  as  the 
faid  act  by  ]>rohibiting  ai  d  pninllung  the  piinting,  pnblilh- 
ing,  uttering  or  writing  ot  an.}  thini:  w  hatev  er  ihatmaybe 
conltrued  to  defame,  or  bring  into  difrejuite,  or  excite  the  ha-i 
tied  of  the  people  againlt  the  prcfident,  il  e  congieh  or  either 
houfe  theieof ;  into  w hicn  maj  be  conltrued  at»y  exprclLon  of 
ceni'ure  illuing  .  from  the  pi  els,  or  even  found  in  the  written 
correl'poiideiice  of  individuals,  doth  manilellly  tend  to  itifle 
that  fi  eedom  of  opinion  and  of  publication  concerning  the  pro- 
ceedings ot  thole  in  public  tiult,  which  was  clearly  intended 
to  be  recognized  and  fecured  by  the  faid  article;  a  freed 6nf 
which  has  evei  been  deemed  cllential,  bothas  a  powerful  and 
Calutary  check  againlt  public  abufes,  and  as  a  means  of  promo- 
ting a  pi  oper  remedy  thereof  ;  a  freedom  which  has  been  fully 
enjoyed  in  this  country,  under  the  guarantee  of  the  Hate  con- 
tillUtipna  and  w  hich  has  been  claimed  and  cxercifed  even  in 
a  country  w  here  the  evepu'tive  is  held  to  be  lacrcd  and  the  le- 
giliature  omnipotent  with  relped  to  all  agents  in  the  govern- 
ment who  are  refponlible,  as  is  happily  thecale  with  all  public 
agents  whatever  in  the  Lnited  States.  And  although  the  la;d 
act  hath  not  proceeded  to  violate  other  parts  of  the  laid  arti* 
cle,  yet  thofe  parts  not  being  more  facred,  nor  better  guaid- 
ed  than  the  part  violated,  the  ethers  are  all  brought  into  jeo^ 
pardy  by  the  precedent  eltabhmed.  Thefe  are  not  the  only 
confeijueiiccs  which  are  to  flow  from  fhe  enaction  of  that  act  ; 
for  the  laid  ad  by  interfering  with  the  fi  eedom  of  the  pi  els  in 
favor  of  jiei  Ions  in  office,  undermines  that  freedom  ofeleCiion 
which  is  [he  bah's  of  our  government,  and  the  bulw  ark  of  our  o- 
ther  rights.  For  if  in  favor  of  perfons  actually  in  ofkee,  the  pi  efs 
is  to  be  lhut  againlt  every  animadverfion  on  their  ccndi.Ct,  and 
characters  which  cannot  be  formally  proven  in  acoui  t  of  jullice, 
whillt  it  is  open  for  all  ihe  ci.fton.ary  libet  ties  taken  with  the 
chaiaCtcrs  and  pretenlions  of  other  canditates  ;  it  the  dread  of 
public  prolecution  is  toparalize  the  efforts  of  ihe  fiiends  of  the 
latter,  whillt  the  friends  of  the  former  are  not  (objected  to  a 
like  danger  there  is  an  end  of  all  effectual  refponlibility  in  pub- 
lie  agents  to  their  conftituents,  there  is  an  end  to  that  fair  ap- 
peal to  the  choice  ot  the  people,  w  Inch  is  to  decide  between  ri* 
val  claims  to  their  confidence  j  there  is  an  end  of"  that  fi  ee  and 
equal  conduct  of  the  elections  which  conlt  itntes  the  ir  value, and 
can  alone  prelerve  an  attachment  to  them.  And  there  is  one 
great  ttep  taken  towards  that  independence  and  felt  continu- 
ance in  office  againlt  which  the  conltitution  has  fo  anxiouliy 
provided.  Our  alarms,  fellow  citizens,  are  greatly  heiuhten- 
cd  when  we  reflect  that  the  eftablilhment  of  thot'e  arbitrary 
precedentsare  in  the  faceofa  contt  iturlon ,  f  i  elh  from  the  fove- 
reignt^  of  the  people,  &  by  men  too,  cboftH  by  the  people  to 
execute  that  conltitution, /&  w  hen  too,  no  foreign  invaflon  ex- 
iltcd,or  could  be  jminediately  apprehended,  and  that  no  rebel- 
lion or  infurree'lion  or  danger  thereof,  could  be.  pretended; 
when  on  the  contiary,  the  laws  had  their  full  and  quiet  cperal 
tion,  and  the  great  mafs  of  the  people  had  every  where  given 
confpicuous  proofs  of  their  alacrity  in  fupporting  the  conlti- 
tution and  enforcing  the  laws. 

Thefe  conliderations  we  think  Hiould  in  1'pire  every 
good  citizen  with  deep  affliction  — as  a  Haiti  on  the  Ameiican 
character  and  republican  came;  and  moreover,  with  the 
belt  founded  alarm,  as  tending  to  break  down  the  ram* 
parts  provided  for  limitting  the  powers  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, tor  defending  thefe referved  to  the  individual  Hates, 
and  for  fecuring  the  rights  unalienated  by  the  people;  and  fi. 
nally,  to  diloiganize  the  whole  fyllem  of  order  and  liberty  ef- 
tabhfhed  by  the  conUitution. 

We  cannot  avoid  taking  notice  of  the  folicitude  which  marks 
the  meafure  of  which  w  e  complain,  10  ftield  the  members  of 
the  General  Goveiniuent  againlt  the  cenlitre  of  the  prels,  and 
the  indifference  which  has  been  {hewn  to  daily  publications, 
endeavoring  to  defame  the  people  themfelves,  and  to  bring 
into  dtfrepute  the  conltitution  of  the  United  Mates,  by  calum- 
niating the  republican  principles  on  which  it  is  founded,  anel 
bv  extravagant  prailes  on  the  fuperior  excellencies  of  a  foreign 
government,  comprehending  hereditary  order^.  W  e,  fellow 
citizens,  conceive  it  would  be  a  criminal  weaknef>,  and  falfe 
patnotlfin,  to  be  lulled  into  iilent  acqnit-fcence  under  the  moft 
alarming  infractions  of  the  great  palladium  of  public  liberty, 
by  exertions  drawn  from  exilting  emergencies  ;  it  being  unde- 
niable that  the  conUitution  has  it  lei  t"  made  ample  provihon  for 
greater  emergencies  than  hav  e  happened,  01  are  likely  to  hap- 
pen, &  it  would  be  an  unmerited  reflection  on  it  to  alledge  the 
conttary;  it  being  well  known  alio,  that  the  timet  of  dan- 
ger and  alarm  have  ever  been  the  feafons  in  which  precede  nts 
enfnaiing  to  the  liberties  ot  the  people,  have  taken  their  rife,  , 
and  conlequently  it  is  the  duty  of  the  people  during  fuch  lea- 
fons,  to  combine  with  a  becoming  ardor,  in  defence  of  their 
country,  a  iteady  regard  to  the  lafety  of  its  f  ree  conltitution  ; 
and  it  being  certain  that  in  proportion  as  the  peopie  can  be 
rendered  indifferent  to  encroachments  on  their  rights  as  indi- 
viduals, they  inult  lofe  the  fpirit  and  intc^-"-  they  ought  to 
feel,  in  vindicating  their  lights  and  fovereignty  as  a  nation. 
We,  f  ellow  citizens,  in  contemplating  the  black  catalogue  of 
public  grievances,  find  fome  confolation  in  a  hope  that  the  fen- 
timents  exprelled  by  this  meeting  are  in  harmony  with  thofe 
entertained  by  their  fellow  citizens  in  general,  and  that  the 
difpofition  to  rally  round  the  conUitution  with  their  voices  u- 
nited  againU  every  filiation  of  it,  will  equal  that  honorable 
zeal,  which  they  every  where  evince, 'to  fly  with  their  arms  to 
the  Uandard  of  their  country  the  moment  a  foreign  enemy  may 
render  it  ncceflary.  To  your  wifdom,  repi  efent  atives  of  the 
people,  we  refer  thefe  observations  reiving  that  you  will  take 
care  of  the  commonw  ealth,  and  pledging  ourftlves  to  fupport 
as  far  as  we  are  able  fuch  remedial  mcafures  as  are  firm  and 
temperate,  and  which  in  your  wifdom  yon  may  adopt.
